Clinical Utility of Human Chorionic Gonadotropin and 
a-Subunit Measurements 


The variety of clinical applications of quantitative and sensitive hCG and 
glycoprotein hormone a-subunit measurements is increasing. Their use in diagnosis 
and management of gestational trophoblastic disease, early pregnancy disorders, 
and nontrophoblastic cancer is critically reviewed. 


Levels of Human Chorionic Gonadotropin in Unruptured and 
Ruptured Ectopic Pregnancy 


Of 88 patients with signs and symptoms of ectopic pregnancy, significantly higher 
levels of hCG were found in 15 patients with ruptured ectopic pregnancy than in 
12 with unruptured ectopic pregnancy. The remainder (69%) had intrauterine 
pregnancies 


Normalization of Testosterone Levels Using a Low 
Estrogen—Containing Oral Contraceptive in Women with 
Polycystic Ovary Syndrome 


Effect of Loestrin on androgen dynamics in patients with polycystic ovary 
syndrome was investigated. Treatment normalized elevated androgen and LH 
levels. Unbound testosterone decreased within 1 week of initiating treatment and 
by 12 to 16 weeks was completely normal. 


Effect of Estrogen Treatment on the Genital Tract Flora of 
Postmenopausal Women 


The bacterial species from estrogen-treated and untreated postmenopausal women 
were similar, but the prevalence of certain anaerobic species differed between the 2 
groups 


Antibiotic Prophylaxis for Abdominal Hysterectomy 


Use of a limited 2-dose course of cefoxitin as prophylaxis for abdominal 
hysterectomy did not result in a significant reduction in the incidence of infection- 
related complications, the need for therapeutic antibiotics, or the duration of 
hospitalization 


The Clinical Diagnosis of Trichomoniasis 


A study of risk factors associated with trichomoniasis revealed that patients with 
multiple sex partners, abnormal vaginal discharge, or more than 10 WBC/HPF on 
wet preparation have a higher incidence of infection. 


Effect of Chronic Douching with Polyvinylpyrrolidone—Iodine 
on Iodine Absorption and Thyroid Function 


Daily douching with PVP-I for 14 days results in significant iodine absorption, a 
marked decrease in thyroid '"I uptake, and a small but significant rise in TSH 


concentration with little or no change in protein-bound iodine, T,, free Ts index, and 
T; concentrations. 


False-Negative Cytology Rates in Patients in Whom Invasive 
Cervical Cancer Subsequently Developed 


A review of one center's cases of invasive squamous cancer of the cervix shows 
that a 3-year cytologic screening interval is inadequate in a significant percentage of 
patients. Yearly or biennial screening appears to increase detection. 


Paired Cervical Smears: A Method of Reducing the 
False-Negative Rate in Population Screening 


Paired cervical smears taken at a single attendance using 2 types of spatula 
improved the detection of cervical dysplasia and the yield of endocervical 
epithelium. It allowed the introduction of laboratory quality control, reducing the 
false-negative rate by 18.5%. 
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Management of Vulvar Intraepithelial Neoplasia by Carbon 
Dioxide Laser 


The CO; laser was used to treat 33 patients with carcinoma in situ of the vulva. In 
31 patients the treatment was completely successful and side effects were minimal. 


Continuing Investigation of Women at High Risk for Infection 
Following Cesarean Delivery. Three-Dose Perioperative 
Antimicrobial Therapy 


Women at high risk for infection following cesarean delivery were prospectively 
evaluated to determine the efficacy of 3-dose perioperative antimicrobial treatment. 
A comparison with 4-day antimicrobial therapy in a similar group of women is 
made and recommendations offered. 


Fetomaternal Bleeding Following Diagnostic Amniocentesis 


Modified Kleihauer—Betke staining and a-fetoprotein assay were used to detect 
fetomaternal bleeding associated with amniocentesis. Use of a-fetoprotein assay, 
especially in Rh-negative patients undergoing amniocentesis, is suggested for 
prevention of Rh sensitization 


Active and Quiet Periods in the Preterm and Term Fetus 


Active and quiet periods of behavioral activity are compared in 28- to 30-week and 
38- to 40-week normal AGA fetuses. Older fetuses showed longer active periods 
and fewer changes per hour in activity level than the younger fetuses. 


Fetal Adrenocorticotropic Hormone and Prolactin at Delivery 


After vaginal delivery umbilical artery plasma adrenocorticotropic hormone level 
was significantly higher than after elective cesarean section, indicating that the fetal 
anterior pituitary is capable of responding to partial stress. 


Subsequent Pregnancy Following the Loss of an Early Preterm 
Newborn Infant Weighing Less than 1000 Grams 


Mothers who had lost a viable newborn weighing less than 1000 g and who 
subsequently became pregnant delivered an infant with a much better chance of 
intact survival. Maternal causes, incidence of recurrence, and treatment affect 
future neonatal outcome 


Regulation of Erythropoiesis in Fetus and Mother During 
Normal Pregnancy 


Production of erythrocytes in pregnancy is mediated by the erythropoietin humoral 
mechanism in both fetus and mother. Erythropoiesis in the fetus probably is 
regulated by erythropoietin as early as the 11th week of pregnancy 


Estrogen Excretion in Pregnant Women with Leprosy: Fvidence 
of Diminished Fetoplacental Function 


Mean estrogen excretion was lower in women with leprosy, particularly 
those with lepromatous leprosy, than in controls. There was an association 
between infant birth weight and frequency of subnormal estrogen excretion. 


The Effect of Labor on the Rheologic Response of 
Chorioamniotic Membranes 


Chorioamniotic membranes were studied to assess labor's rheologic effects 
Membrane response was similar in type but not degree whether labor preceded 
delivery or not. Membranes subjected to labor showed predisposition to rupture 
when exposed to intermittent pressure greater than 30 torr. 


Factors that Predispose to Premature Rupture of the Fetal 
Membranes 


Risk factors for premature membrane rupture were explored in 10,460 pregnancies. 
The frequency of preterm rupture increased 11-fold when chorioamnionitis was 
combined with recent coitus. 
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Intrapartum Fetal Monitoring in Preterm Deliveries: Prospective 
Study 


Fetal heart rate (FHR) and acid-base status were studied prospectively in patients 
in preterm labor. Intrapartal fetal acidosis occurred in 52% delivered before 34 
weeks’ gestation. Factors in managing preterm deliveries and assessing the preterm 
infant's FHR patterns are discussed. 


Instruments & Methods 


Contact Hysteroscopic Evaluation of the Endocervix as an 
Adjunct to Colposcopy 


The contact endoscope, used to determine the location and degree of extension of 
cervical intraepithelial neoplasia, more accurately diagnosed significant disease than 
blind endocervical curettage. A substantial advantage of this technique was 
demonstrated in pregnancy complicated by CIN. 


Hysteroscopic Resection of Intrauterine Scars Using a New 
Technique 


Reproductive outcome following hysteroscopic resection of endometrial scars 
resulted in pregnancy in more than 50% of patients. A new technique for dissection 
of the scar is presented. 


Use of the Bulbocavernosus Muscle (Martius Procedure) for 
Repair of Radiation-Induced Rectovaginal Fistulas 


The Martius operation was performed in 12 patients for repair of rectovaginal 
fistula due to radiotherapy for cervical cancer. This operation was successful in 92% 
of cases, but candidates must be selected carefully. The operative technique is 
described in detail. 


Case Reports 


Autonomic Dysreflexia in Pregnancy 


Two new cases of autonomic dysreflexia in quadriplegic patients are presented. The 
diagnosis and management of autonomic dysreflexia are discussed. 


Prenatal Treatment of Thyrotoxicosis to Prevent Intrauterine 
Growth Retardation 


A pregnant woman with Graves ophthalmopathy and Hashimoto hypothyroidism 
was treated with propylthiouracil, given solely to treat the fetus, who was thought 
likely to have intrauterine thyrotoxicosis. In contrast to her first untreated 
pregnancy, intrauterine growth retardation was prevented. 


Second-Trimester Spontaneous Regression of Theca Lutein Cysts 


Theca lutein cysts observed at 11 weeks’ gestation in a twin pregnancy 
unassociated with trophoblastic disease spontaneously regressed during the second 
trimester. As the cyst might be asymptomatic, the true incidence of its occurrence 
is unknown. 


Supernumerary Ovaries: Update and Review 


Two cases of supernumerary ovary are presented. There are only 9 histologically 
confirmed cases to date. These are the 2 largest supernumerary ovaries recorded, 
both characterized by functional and histologic features seen in normal ovarian 
tissue. 


Hydatidiform Mole with Coexistent Fetus 


Six cases of hydatidiform mole and coexistent fetus are presented with suggestions 
for diagnosis and clinical management. Two distinct pathologic entities are noted 
and appear to have different fetal and maternal prognoses. 


Malacoplakia: An Unusual Etiology of Ureteral Obstruction 


A case is presented in which the coexistence of ureteral malacoplakia and uterine 
leiomyoma obfuscated the preoperative diagnosis of either. Clues that could have 
broadened the clinical suspicion are discussed. 
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AUGUST 


Prelabor Evaluation of Inducibility 


Data from randomized studies on labor induction and stimulation were subjected 
to multiple regression analyses to evaluate the influence of various factors on the 
duration and inducibility of labor. A new modification of the Bishop pelvic score is 
proposed. 


Antepartum Prediction of the Postmature Infant 


Antepartum fetal surveillance techniques were evaluated prospectively in a group 
of 147 postdate pregnancies. A subnormal urine estrogen: creatinine ratio and 
ultrasonic evidence for oligohydramnios were found to be most reliable in predicting 
a postmature or dysmature infant. 


Survival of Infants Born at 24 to 28 Weeks’ Gestation 


Survival data by gestational age are presented for infants born at 24 to 28 weeks’ 
gestation. With aggressive perinatal care for the fetus of at least 26 weeks’ 
gestation, survival at 26 weeks was 45% and at 28 weeks 92% 


Ultrasonic Prediction of Fetal Macrosomia in Diabetic Patients 


Diabetic fetal macrosomia was predicted successfully in 87% of infants weighing 
4000 g or more. Excellent correlation suggests that the macrosomic index, based on 
simple ultrasound measurements, can be used to predict large diabetic infants. 


Sexual Behavior During Pregnancy 


Sexual behavior during pregnancy may be influenced by multiple 
sociodemographic variables. Careful statistical evaluation of these factors is 
essential in assessing the benefits and liabilities of various sexual practices during 
pregnancy. 


Ultrasound and Amniotic Fluid Alpha-Fetoprotein in the 
Prenatal Diagnosis of Spina Bifida 


Among high-risk women, chance of spina bifida is high when a-fetoprotein (AFP) 
or both AFP and ultrasound results are abnormal. Among low-risk women, chance 
when AFP result is slightly elevated is low and further reduced with negative 
ultrasound findings. 


Plasma Volume Determination in Pregnancies Complicated by 
Chronic Hypertension and Intrauterine Fetal Demise 


The clinical usefulness of serial plasma volume measurement was studied 
prospectively. Low initial values and lack of plasma volume expansion in the third 
trimester were both associated with poor perinatal outcome. 


Vasopressin Concentration in Cord Blood: Correlation with 
Method of Delivery and Cord pH 


Cord plasma vasopressin concentration, determined by radioimmunoassay, was 
highest in 21 acidotic infants and lowest in 50 infants delivered by cesarean section. 
Low vasopressin values were recorded in 22 healthy infants delivered by low 
forceps operation. 


Association of Enterobacteriaceae Septicemia in the Immediate 
Postpartum Period and Asymptomatic Bacteriuria 


A study of 16 cases of parturitional septicemia (excluding cases of pyelonephritis) 
due to Enterobacteriaceae suggests an etiologic relationship between asymptomatic 
bacteriuria and septicemia in which the maternal implantation site affords the 
principal portal of infection. 


Plasma Free and Protein-Bound Testosterone in Hirsutism 


Plasma-free testosterone level increases in hirsute women but is not exclusive. 
Similar androgen excess exists in both preovulatory and postovulatory hirsute 
women. Source of androgen excess does not affect degree of androgen excess in 
hirsute women. 
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Artificial Insemination with Fresh Donor Semen Using the 
Cervical Cap Technique: A Review of 278 Cases 


The conception rate for couples undergoing artificial insemination with fresh donor 
semen (AID) should approach that of normal fertile couples, and the cumulative 
pregnancy rate indicates that an important factor in success is persistence in 
continuing AID. 


Abdominal Pregnancy: Review of Current Management and 
Addition of 10 Cases 


Recurrent abdominal pain in the gravid patient with a history of infertility, tubal 
pregnancy, and/or surgery should alert one to the possibility of abdominal 
pregnancy. Similarly, management of fetal death should include consideration of 
the presence of abdominal pregnancy. 


Management of Gestational Trophoblastic Disease: Results of a 
Cooperative Study 


The management of 354 cases of gestational trophoblastic disease diagnosed from 
1970 to 1979 in 10 hospitals in Lombardy is critically reviewed. High-risk groups are 
defined and the role of prophylactic chemotherapy is discussed. 


Morphometric Study of Intraepithelial Neoplasia of the Uterine 
Cervix 


The depth, length, and location of cervical intraepithelial neoplasia are analyzed. 
Based on these data, the extent of tissue destruction required to eradicate these 
lesions is estimated. 


Stage IB Carcinoma of the Cervix, The Norwegian Radium 
Hospital. II. Results when Pelvic Nodes Are Involved 


Pelvic node metastases occur in 21.3% of patients with stage IB squamous cell 
cervical carcinoma, decreasing 5-year survival from 92 to 53%. If pelvic nodes are 
involved, prognosis is better when the metastases are below the common iliac 
group. 


Glassy Cell Carcinoma of the Cervix 


To judge from a review of 389 primary adenocarcinomas of the cervix, glassy cell 
carcinoma may not be a meaningful clinical and pathologic entity. 


Endometrial Carcinoma: Stage I. A Retrospective Analysis of 262 
Patients 


The 5-year survival rate of patients with siage | endometrial carcinoma treated with 
combined surgery and radium therapy to the vaginal vault is superior to 90%. 
Therefore the disease at this stage does not present a great clinical problem. 


Use of Single-Agent Antimicrobial Therapy in the Treatment of 
Polymicrobial Female Pelvic Infections 


Postoperative infections such as postpartum endomyometritis and vaginal cuff 
cellulitis were treated successfully using single-agent antimicrobial agents 
Ticarcillin was as efficacious as chloramphenicol and clindamycin. 


Review 


Radiation Risks in Pregnancy 


Using case examples, factors in the evaluation of radiation exposure in early, 
usually unsuspected, pregnancy are discussed. The importance of minimizing 
radiation exposure and of considering other possible risks of pregnancy in the 
evaluation of radiation risks is emphasized. 


Ideas & Actions 


Prenatal Counseling: A Statewide Telephone Service 


The University of Michigan has provided a statewide prenatal counseling service 


using a toll-free hot line. Genetic amniocentesis performed in response to 46% of all 
inquiries has provided financial reimbursement for the self-supported project. 
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Case Reports 


Bacterial Endocarditis in Pregnancy 


A pregnant woman with subacute bacterial endocarditis unresponsive to medical 
management successfully underwent cesarean section and subsequent aortic and 
mitral valve replacement. A literature review confirms the rarity of such cases. 


Gestational Trophoblastic Neoplasms in Homozygous Twins 


The description of gestational trophoblastic neoplasm in homozygous twins 
suggests a better appreciation of the genetic hypotheses on the pathogenesis of 
hydatidiform mole. 


Sclerosing Stromal Tumor of the Ovary 


In the case study presented, sclerosing stromal tumor of the ovary was shown to 
be a functioning lesion that secreted estradiol, progesterone, and testosterone. 
Clinically this resulted in anovulation resistant to clomiphene therapy. 


Uterine Osseous Metaplasia 


A rare case of ossification of the endocervix and endometrium is reported. Various 
theories dealing with pathogenesis of uterine ossification and its management are 
discussed. 


Complete Duplication of the Uterus and Cervix with a 
Unilaterally Imperforate Vagina 


Three cases are reported in which prompt and accurate diagnosis, including 
transvaginal and/or transperitoneal drainage of retained menstrual fluid, prevented 
irreversible damage to the pelvic viscera. Suggestions are offered for surgical 
therapy for complete uterine and cervical duplication. 


Millerian Agenesis, Hypoplasia of Distal Extremities, Unusual 
Dermatoglyphics, and Pigmentation 


The case of a 17-year-old girl with miillerian agenesis with unusual findings is 
examined. Family history suggests a possible dominant gene with variable 
penetrance.

Trends in Out-of-Hospital Births 


Despite much furor, the rate of out-of-hospital births has remained constant at 
1.0% for the past 5 years. These births are concentrated in upper New England, 
Texas, and along the Pacific Coast. 


Results of a Management Protocol for Premature Rupture of the 
Membranes 


A management protocol for women with premature rupture of the membranes 
(PROM) between 27 and 36 weeks’ gestation is presented. Elective induction of 
labor after 33 weeks following 16 hours of PROM was associated with low 
incidence of respiratory distress and excellent perinatal outcome. 


Etiology and Outcome of Low Birth Weight and Preterm Infants 


Epidemiologic study of low birth weight infants shows that PROM, maternal-fetal 
problems, and preterm labor of unknown origin were the etiologic agents in 34.9, 
34.6, and 23.3% of cases, respectively. Significant decreases in neonatal morbidity 
and mortality may be possible only by improving the outcome of patients with 
PROM and maternal-fetal problems. 


Management of Post-term Pregnancy in a Large Obstetric 
Population 


A practical management protocol to handle the large volume of post-term gestation 
is described and evaluated. This protocol includes the selective induction of labor 
and antepartum fetal surveillance. The outcome of a 1-year study is presented 
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The Use of Amniotic Fluid 3-Methyl Histidine to Creatinine 
Molar Ratio for the Diagnosis of Intrauterine Growth 
Retardation 


Use of amniotic fluid 3-methyl histidine to creatinine molar ratio for the antepartum 
detection of intrauterine growth retardation was evaluated. The level of 3-methyl 
histidine to creatinine was significantly higher in pregnancies yielding growth- 
retarded infants. 


Physiologic Fetal Defecation in Midpregnancy 


Changes in the meconium pattern in the fetal intestine, taken together with the 
presence of anal meconium and biochemical evidence, suggest that the fetus 
routinely defecates in vitro until 16 weeks’ gestation. 


Diamine Oxidase in the Diagnosis of Ruptured Fetal Membranes 


The presence of diamine oxidase activity in vaginal secretions indicates rupture of 
fetal membranes. A paper strip test for diamine oxidase activity was studied as an 
adjunct to conventional methods for diagnosing rupture of membranes. 


Is Amniocentesis Necessary Before Elective Repeat Cesarean 
Section? 


Iatrogenic prematurity is a major health care problem. Careful determination of 
gestational age can obviate the need for routine amniocentesis before elective 
repeat cesarean section 


Routine Ultrasound Scanning in Midpregnancy 


A retrospective review ~f the use of routine midpregnancy ultrasound scanning on 
2009 patients reveals a favorable impact on their management. 


Low-Dose Corticoid Therapy for Anovulation: Effect upon Fetal 
Weight 


High doses of exogenous corticoids produce fetal malformation and growth 
retardation in animals and humans. Excluding other factors known to influence 
birth weight, exposure to low doses of prednisone during the first half of gestation 
causes no adverse effects on birth weight. 


Neutralization of Herpes Simplex Virus by Antibody in 
Amniotic Fluid 


Neutralizing antibody to herpes simplex virus is present in amniotic fluid and, at 
term, correlates quantitatively with the serum neutralization titer. When the serum 
titer is 1 : 40 or higher, neutralizing activity is always present; the quantity of virus 
neutralized by amniotic fluid is clinically significant. 


Significance of Cervical Chlamydia trachomatis Infection in 
Postabortal Pelvic Inflammatory Disease 


Asymptomatic cervical infection with Chlamydia trachomatis was found in 10% of 
women subjected to first trimester induced abortion. The risk of postabortal pelvic 
inflammatory disease was significantly increased in women with a positive 
Chlamydia culture at the time of abortion. 


Risk of Ectopic Pregnancy Following Tubal Sterilization 


Based on the results of several studies, the risk of ectopic pregnancy for most 
women having tubal sterilization is estimated to be lower than if they did not have 
a tubal sterilization and continued their previous contraceptive practices. 


Vesical Instability: Urodynamic Parameters by Microtip 
Transducer Catheters 


Supine cystometry at rest failed to make the correct diagnosis in 34% of women 
with vesical instability. Patients with vesical instability frequently had concomitant 
pathologic conditions, including genuine stress incontinence (41%) and urethral 
instability (22%). 


Increased Metabolic Clearance of Acetaminophen with Oral 
Contraceptive Use 


Low-dose estrogen oral contraceptive steroid users have increased total metabolic 
clearance of acetaminophen, resulting in decreased elimination half-life. As a result, 
usual therapeutic doses of acetaminophen may not always be adequate for optimal 
therapeutic response in this population. 
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Abnormalities of Fuel Metabolism in the Polycystic 

Ovary Syndrome 

Obesity, hyperinsulinemia, and decreased high density lipoprotein cholesterol are 
commonly associated with the polycystic ovary syndrome. The metabolic 
abnormalities are unaffected by medroxyprogesterone acetate therapy and 
represent a gonadotropin-independent component of the syndrome. 


Vulvar Intraepithelial Neoplasia 


In situ carcinoma of the vulva is commonly asymptomatic. The treatment is 
primarily surgical and the extent of the surgery is determined by the size of the 
lesion 


Cytopathology and the Management of Early Invasive Cancer of 
the Uterine Cervix 


Cytopathology is a highly reliable tool used in conjunction with other modern 
diagnostic modalities as an aid in decision-making for cases of probable early cancer 
of the uterine cervix. 


Gestational Trophoblastic Disease: Treatment Results at the 
Brewer Trophoblastic Disease Center 


Treatment of gestational trophoblastic disease at the Brewer Trophoblastic Disease 
Center over a 17-year-period has resulted in a 92% cure rate. Factors affecting 
prognosis, adjuvant radiation therapy, secondary chemotherapy, and relapse from 
remission are discussed. 


Primary Carcinoma of the Bartholin Gland: A Report of 14 Cases 
and Review of the Literature 


Adjustment of perinatal mortality for birth weight complicates interpretation of 
statistical results, as both factors are influenced by maternal smoking. Disregard of 
birth weight-specific perinatal mortality permits greater analytic accuracy and 
confirms the danger of maternal smoking. 


Hysterography: A 5-Year Follow-up in Patients with Endometrial 
Cancer 


Although hysterography is useful in the initial evaluation of patients with 
endometrial carcinoma, concern has existed regarding potential dissemination of 
cancer cells using this technique. This report presents the 5-year follow-up of 82 
patients with endometrial carcinoma who underwent pre-treatment hysterography. 


The Use of Ibuprofen and Dexamethasone in the Prevention of 
Postoperative Adhesion Formation 


The value of adjunctive therapy in preventing postoperative adhesion formation 

remains controversial. Use of perioperative ibuprofen in ewes undergoing adnexal 
surgery was evaluated. Although these ewes demonstrated reduction in histologic 
markers for injury response, no difference in rate of adhesion formation was noted. 


Management of Cervical Intraepithelial Neoplasia by Carbon 
Dioxide Laser 


Four hundred twelve women with biopsy-proven CIN were treated by carbon 
dioxide laser. Overall cure rate after 1 treatment was 90%. For more than 1 
treatment the cure rate for CIN III] was 95%. Complications were minor and healing 
rapid with minimal scar formation. 


Angina Pectoris as a Complication of Ritodrine Hydrochloride 
Therapy in Premature Labor 


Dose-related angina pectoris was observed in 3 of 16 patients on a ritodrine 
infusion. Transient electrocardiographic changes occurred, but no elevation of 
cardiac enzymes was noted. Long-term cardiac damage is not anticipated 


Hemoglobin SD Disease Associated with Cholecystitis and 
Cholelithiasis in Pregnancy 


A rare case of hemoglobin SD disease in pregnancy is discussed. Careful 
management of complications with appropriate medical treatment will reduce 
perinatal and maternal morbidity. 
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Intrauterine Pregnancy Following Transperitoneal Migration of 
the Ovum 


A direct anatomic relationship between ovary and ipsilateral tube is considered an 
integral part of normal human reproduction. This report verifies intrauterine 
pregnancy after transperitoneal migration of the ovum and raises the possibility of 
cul-de-sac mode of ovum pick-up as another mechanism of normal ovum transport. 


Migration of the Lippes Loop into the Fallopian Tube 


A case in which a Lippes Loop migrated into the fallopian tube was resolved with 
the use of laparoscopic manipulation. 


Metastatic Crohn Disease of the Vulva 


A rare vulvar condition, metastatic cutaneous Crohn disease, is presented 
Discussion of its recognition, complications, and various treatment modalities 
points out the difficulty in diagnosis and the variety of treatment regimens that 
have been used in managing this rare disease. 


Familial Ovarian Cancer: Increasing in Frequency? 


The authors report the second family with familial ovarian cancer und-. their care. 
Because of the significant increase in reports of such cases in the past decade and 
the need for improved genetic counseling, a national Familial Ovarian Cancer 
Registry has been established. 


An Unusual Teratoma of the Ovary: Neurogenic Cyst with 
Lactating Breast Tissue 


An unusual benign cystic teratoma of the ovary with a neurogenic lining and a 
tubercle composed of lactating breast tissue is reported. 


OCTOBER 


Betamethasone, Albuterol, and Threatened Premature Delivery: 
Benefits and Risks. Study of 469 Pregnancies 


Betamethasone significantly reduces incidence of severe respiratory distress 
syndrome in the presence of both intact membranes and PROM. It does not 
increase the risk of perinatal or maternal infection except in patients with a cervical 
suture. 


The Pharmacokinetics of Prophylactic Antibiotics Administered 
by Intraoperative Irrigation at the Time of Cesarean Section 


Serum and urinary drug levels were measured in patients receiving intraoperative 
irrigation with cefamandole, cephalothin, or ampicillin during cesarean section. 
Systemic absorption of all 3 occurred, although serum concentrations were much 
lower than levels expected after parenteral drug administration. Serum levels 
usually exceeded minimal inhibitory concentrations for recognized pelvic 
pathogens. 


Prevention of Endomyometritis Using Antibiotic Irrigation 
During Cesarean Section 


Use of cefamandole nafate irrigation during cesarean section has dramatically 
reduced the incidence of postoperative pelvic infection. 


Large-for-Gestational-Age Neonates: Anthropometric Reasons for 
Shoulder Dystocia 


Shoulder dystocia in large-for-gestational-age neonates is due to the anthropometric 
disproportions between shoulder and head circumferences. In suspected 
macrosomic fetuses, antenatal anthropometric evaluation by ultrasonography is 
useful to aid in choosing the appropriate method of delivery. 


Antepartum Fetal Evaluation by Maternal Perception of Fetal 
Movement 


The relationship between perceived fetal movement and perinatal outcome is 
examined in a group of patients. The predictability of movement counting as 
compared with antepartum heart rate monitoring is discussed and its universal 
application considered. 
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Fetal Heart Rate Acceleration:Fetal Movement Ratio in the 
Management of High-Risk Pregnancy 


Antenatal fetal heart rate testing, using an acceleration: fetal movement ratio, was 
the primary tool in managing 318 high-risk pregnancies. This approach 
demonstrated a significant difference in perinatal morbidity; perinatal mortality was 
higher among infants with an abnormal ratio. 


Antepartum Fetal Heart Rate Testing in Preterm Pregnancy 


Experience with nonstress and contraction stress tests in a population delivered 
before 34 weeks’ gestation is presented. Nonreactive positive tests were highly 

predictive of poor perinatal outcome. Cesarean section without labor should be 
strongly considered in management of such fetuses 


Nonstress Test and Maternal Serum Glucose Determinations 


Random maternal glucose levels were measured in nondiabetic pregnancies 
immediately following their nonstress test. No consistent relationship with the 
nonstress test results could be found. However, analysis of the glucose levels by 
indication for antepartum testing found lower levels in pregnancies with suspected 
growth retardation and prior stillbirth 


Efficacy and Safety of Laminaria Digitata for Preinduction 
Ripening of the Cervix 


The safety and efficacy of laminaria are assessed in a matched retrospective study. 
Findings suggest that although laminaria may shorten the duration of labor, their 
use is associated with a significant increase in maternal morbidity and neonatal 
morbidity and mortality 


Changes in Luteinizing Hormone-Releasing Hormone in Human 
Placenta Throughout Pregnancy 


The distribution and content of luteinizing hormone-releasing hormone (LH-RH) 
in human placental tissues were examined immunohistochemically. LH-RH was 
localized in cytotrophoblasts and its content was high at first trimester following 
decrease during advancing pregnancy 


Cone Biopsy During Pregnancy 


A review of a large series of pregnant patients undergoing conization and a series 
of pregnant patients evaluated colposcopically has led to the adoption of a 
diagnostic schema in which conization is rarely performed. 


Clinical and Virologic Studies on Female Genital Herpes 


Patients with female genital herpes could be classified into 3 clinical types: acute, 
recurrent, or provoked. Forty percent of herpes simplex virus strains isolated from 
these patients were type | and the remaining 60% type II 


Verrucous Carcinoma of the Vulva: Study of 24 Cases 


Clinicopathologic features of 24 cases of vulvar verrucous carcinoma were 
reviewed. Based on absence of lymph node metastasis in patients who underwent 
radical vulvectomy with lymph node dissection, a conservative approach consisting 
of wide local excision is suggested. Radiotherapy did not help prolong survival. 


Topical 5-Fluorouracil Treatment of Transformation Zone 
Intraepithelial Neoplasia of Cervix and Vagina 


Topical 5-fluorouracil was used in a preliminary study to determine the response 
of cervical—-vaginal transformation zone intraepithelial neoplasia to topical 
chemotherapy. Therapeutic potential was documented surgically and by evaluation 
with subsequent biopsy, cytology, and colposcopy. 


Clinical Outcome in Endometrial Cancer 


Anaplastic endometrial adenocarcinoma was common in patients with advanced 
disease, low body weight, or second malignancy and rare in premenopause, 
together with myomas or after estrogen use. It was not responsible for the 
worsened prognosis in diabetic or hypertensive patients. 
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Cyclophosphamide plus cis-Platinum in Combination: Treatment 
Program for Stage III or IV Ovarian Carcinoma 


In patients with advanced ovarian carcinoma, administration of a combination of 
cyclophosphamide and cis-platinum (in 21 patients) yielded results superior to 
those obtained with use of cyclophosphamide alone (in 21 patients). 


Gynecologic Manifestations of Chronic Graft-Versus-Host 
Disease 


Gynecologic manifestations of the clinicopathologic syndrome known as graft- 
versus-host disease seen in 5 patients treated with allogeneic bone transplantation 


are presented. Clinical symptoms, significant problems, treatment, and possible 
preventative therapy are discussed. 


Fracture Frequency and Bone Preservation in Postmenopausal 
Women Treated with Estrogen 


Postmenopausal hormone treatment protects bones. In a representative sample of 
70-year-old Danish women, bone mineral content and metacarpal bone mass were 
significantly greater and fracture rate lower in women treated for 6 years or more 

as compared to untreated women. 


Clomiphene and Dexamethasone in Women Unresp -1sive to 
Clomiphene Alone 


In a study of 12 women with polycystic ovary syndrome who were resistant to 
maximum doses of clomiphene with hCG, 6 women with elevated levels of serum 
DHEA-5 ovulated with dexamethasone administered along with clomiphene and 
hCG. 


Cephalothin Prophylaxis for Midtrimester Abortion 


Prophylactic administration of cephalothin to patients undergoing midtrimester 
therapeutic abortion results in a decrease in postabortion endometritis. Patients 
with injection-abortion intervals in excess of 24 hours appear to be at increased risk 
for this complication. 


Plasma Lidocaine Levels Following Paracervical Infiltration for 
Aspiration Abortion 


Plasma lidocaine determinations were obtained after paracervical block in 49 
patients undergoing suction curettage. At the dosages employed, paracervical block 
appears to be a safe anesthetic for suction abortion procedures. 


Review 


Estrogen’s Role in Endometrial Cancer 


When endogenous or exogenous estrogen is inadequately oppused or unopposed 
by progesterone, estrogen is associated with endometrial neoplasia. The incidence 
of endometrial adenocarcinoma correlates with both duration and amount of 
exposure. Withdrawal of estrogen occasions diminished incidence of cancer. 


Instruments & Methods 


Iatrogenic Femoral Neuropathy Subsequent to Abdominal 
Hysterectomy: Incidence and Prevention 


In a prospective study femoral neuropathy occurred in 17 of 147 patients who 
underwent elective, total abdominal hysterectomy, resulting in an overall incidence 
of 11.6%. Careful use of any self-retaining retractor is recommended. The prognosis 
usually is fairly good. 


Case Reports 


Neuropathy Following Paracervical Block in the Obstetric Patient 


A distinct syndrome of severe buttock pain radiating down the ipsilateral leg and 
subsequent inability to ambulate following a paracervical block in the parturient has 
been recognized. Prevention is difficult but recovery is complete with symptomatic 
treatment. 





Thomas C. Key, jr, Geophagia as a Cause of Maternal Death 


Edgar O. Horger IIL, A case of geophagia resulting in bowel obstruction, perforation, septic shock, and 
& Joseph M. Miller, Jr maternal death is presented. The practice of geophagia and its associated 
complications are discussed. 


Howard Goldman Hemolytic Disease of the Newborn Caused by Anti-JK3 
& Debra Levinsky 


Hemolytic disease of the newborn caused by a rare antibody is reported. 
Prospective management, with emphasis on predeposit autotransfusion and early 
induction of labor, is described. 


James H. Beeson Computed Axial Tomography Scan Demonstration of Cerebral 
& Eugene E. Duda _—_ Edema in Eclampsia Preceded by Blindness 


CT scan evidence is presented for occipital lobe edema as a cause of blindness in 
eclampsia. The significance of this finding and the possible role of CT scanning in 
the management of eclampsia are discussed. 


James E. Stempel, Use of Sodium Nitroprusside in Complications of Gestational

Sodium nitroprusside was successfully used in 4 obstetric patients with severe 
pregnancy-induced hypertension and pulmonary edema unresponsive to 
conventional therapy. In short-term usage, no maternal or fetal toxicity was 
demonstrated.

J. L. Benedet, G. H. Anderson, Colposcopy, Conization, and Hysterectomy Practices: A Current 
M. L. Simpson, & D. Shaw __s Perspective 


Introduction of a colposcopy service enabled 1174 patients to avoid diagnostic 
conization and proceed directly to hysterectomy, cryotherapy, or laser surgery for 
treatment of cervical intraepithelial neoplasia (CIN). Substantial numbers of women 
will still require therapeutic conization to treat CIN.

Urodynamics performed under resting and stressful conditions in patients with 
urinary stress incontinence revealed characteristic alterations of the urethral 
sphincteric response. Accurate preoperative evaluation correlated well with the 
clinical cure of urinary stress incontinence following retropubic urethropexy. 


R. J. Stock Postsalpingectomy Endometriosis: A Reassessment 


The excised fallopian tubes of individuals who had previously undergone 
sterilization procedures were examined for evidence of localized endometriosis and/ 
or proliferating, invasive tubal epithelium (endosalpingiosis). These findings were 
correlated with the patients’ clinical histories, operative findings, and other 
histopathology. 


Shigeo Yagi & Ryosuke Nakano _Pituitary and Ovarian Response to Luteinizing Hormone 
Releasing Factor in Normal and Sulpiride-Induced 
Hyperprolactinemic Women 


Pituitary and ovarian responses to LRF in normal and sulpiride-induced 
hyperprolactinemic women were investigated. Although pituitary gonadotropin 
response to LRF was exaggerated in sulpiride-induced hyperprolactinemia, ovarian 
steroidogenic response was reduced in serum estradiol concentration, but not in 
progesterone. 
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Use of Ultrasound in Monitoring Ovulation Induction with 
Human Pituitary Gonadotropins 


The value of ultrasound was assessed in monitoring the treatment of anovulatory 
infertility with exogenous human pituitary and human chorionic gonadotropins. 
Ultrasound can contribute in reducing the incidence of multiple conception and 
ovarian hyperstimulation on this treatment. 


Effect of Clonidine on Hot Flashes in Postmenopausal Women 


A dose-response study of clonidine treatment of postmenopausal hot flashes was 
performed using objective recordings. The reduction of the hot flash rate was 
partial but significant compared to baseline and placebo. Symptomatic side effects 
were common. 


Major Gynecologic and Obstetric Surgery in Jehovah’s Witnesses 


A retrospective study of Jehovah’s Witnesses and control patients compared 
morbidity and mortality associated with major obstetric and gynecologic surgery in 
the 2 groups. The study adds evidence that major operative procedures can be 
performed on Jehovah's Witness patients without blood products or transfusions. 


Urinary Tract Injury During Cesarean Section 


The Los Angeles County/University of Southern California experience with urinary 
tract injury encountered during cesarean section is reviewed. Suggestions regarding 
the intraoperative prevention, diagnosis, and management are offered. 


Production of Prostacyclin and Thromboxane During Cesarean 
Section 


Cesarean section was accompanied by increased concentrations of 6-keto- 
prostaglandin F, in maternal plasma and no change in platelet capacity to generate 
thromboxane B2. The 6-keto-prostaglandin F, rise may reflect release of prostacyclin 
from the myometrium and/or intrauterine tissues during cesarean section. 


Premature Rupture of Membranes Prior to Term: Consequences 
of Nonintervention 


Nonintervention in the management of prematurely ruptured membranes before 
term did not have adverse effects or the incidence of maternal or neonatal infection 
but was relatively ineffectual in achieving significant extensions of time in utero. 


Fetal Catecholamine Release in Response to Labor and Delivery 


Umbilical arterial plasma catecholamines were measured in term pregnancies and 
correlated with fetal acid-base status, duration of labor and membrane rupture, and 
fetal sex. Results demonstrate that the term fetus responds to acidosis and hypoxia 
with a graded catecholamine release. 


Maternal Risk Factors in Infants with Very Low Birth Weight 


Maternal risk factors in infants weighing under 1501 g at birth differ from those 
weighing 1501 to 2500 g. These findings contradict the concept of a uniform set of 
predisposing factors for all infants weighing 2500 g or less at birth. 


Laminaria for Preinduction Cervical Ripening 


A controlled, randomized double-blind protocol was used to evaluate laminaria for 
cervical ripening prior to induction of labor. Though there were no infectious or 
other adverse sequelae, laminaria offered no clear advantage in a standard 2-day 
induction. 


Antipyrine Disposition in Relation to Lowered Anticonvulsant 
Plasma Level During Pregnancy 


In 4 pregnant epileptic women whose anticonvulsant plasma level per dosage ratios 
were lowered, the antipyrine clearance was lower than that after delivery. The fall 
during pregnancy of anticonvulsant plasma concentrations is not attributable to the 
enhanced drug metabolism. 
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Promethazine Hydrochloride Therapy in Severely Rh-Sensitized 
Pregnancies 


Promethazine hydrochloride therapy was used in the management of 18 severely 


Rh-sensitized pregnancies. Significant amelioration was noted in 10 of 12 relevant 
cases. 


Deficient Natural Killer Cell Function in Preeclampsia 


Maternal natural killer cell activity in women with preeclampsia was observed to be 
deficient. The finding and its relation to the possible immunologic genesis of 
preeclampsia are discussed. 


Deaths from Contraceptive Sterilization in Bangladesh: Rates, 
Causes, and Prevention 


The death-to-case rate for nearly a quarter-million tubal sterilizations performed in 
Bangladesh was 16.2 deaths per 100,000 procedures. The leading causes of death 
were anesthesia overdosage, tetanus, and hemorrhage. 


Instruments & Methods 


Hysteroscopic Tubal Occlusion with Formed-in-Place Silicone 
Plugs 


Hysteroscopic tubal occlusion with formed-in-place silicone rubber plugs is a new 
nonsurgical method of sterilization that is seen as an effective alternative to 
laparoscopic sterilization. 


Use of Toluidine Blue for Documentation of Traumatic 
Intercourse 


A new use of toluidine blue may prove of value in examining the victim of sexual 
assault because of the dye’s ability, independent of the examiner's skill, to indicate 
injury in collection of evidence for court proceedings. 


Case Reports 
Fetomaternal Bleeding as a Cause for “Unexplained” Fetal Death 


Massive fetal-maternal hemorrhage occurring without apparent cause or 
predisposing factors represents a significant cause of fetal wastage. 


Eisenmenger Syndrome in Pregnancy: A Possible Cause of 
Neonatal Polycythemia and Persistent Fetal Circulation 


Polycythemia and increased pulmonary vascular resistance may contribute to 
increased perinatal mortality in pregnancies associated with Eisenmenger 
syndrome. Treatment of polycythemia resulted in improved oxygenation and 
decreased pulmonary vascular resistance in an infant of 34 weeks’ gestation whose 
mother had Eisenmenger syndrome. 


Acute Pancreatitis in Pregnancy: Two Case Reports 


Pancreatitis is an uncommon complication of pregnancy. Conservative management 
promises a favorable outcome for both mother and baby. 


The Sequelae of Serous Retinal Detachment in Preeclampsia 


Retinal detachment in preeclampsia usually undergoes spontaneous reattachment, 
but focal pigmentary macular disturbances with visual impairment may persist. 
Tests to identify the patient visually threatened with severe preeclampsia are 
evaluated in relation to the primary and residual retinal changes. 


Bilateral Tubal Pregnancy with Vaginal Delivery 


Bilateral tubal ectopic pregnancy was discovered at laparotomy. One tube was 
preserved by salpingotomy and repair. The patient subsequently had an 
intrauterine pregnancy with vaginal delivery of a surviving infant.

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Premature Rupture of the Membranes 


The authors review the subject of premature rupture of the membranes from data 
published since 1970, with an emphasis on studies of the clinical management of 
this complication of pregnancy. 


Relationship of Fetal Limb Lengths to Both Biparietal Diameter 
and Gestational Age 


Ultrasonic measurements of femur/humerus, radius/ulna, and tibia/fibula are 
related to both biparietal diameter and menstrual age from 14 to 35 weeks. These 
data are also compared to those from similar reported studies. 


Effect of Metoclopramide on Maternal and Fetal Prolactin 
Secretion During Labor 


Therapeutic doses of metoclopramide were given to women in late pregnancy and 
during labor. There was no effect on prolactin levels in serum of umbilical vessels, 
whereas maternal prolactin levels increased significantly. 


Effect of Maternal Weight Gain on Fetal, Infant, and Childhood 
Death and on Cognitive Development 


The effect of maternal weight gain during pregnancy on fetal, infant, and childhood 
death and on cognitive development was analyzed. Weight gains between 5 and 29 
lbs appear most advantageous, but no advantages for subcategories within this 
range are shown 


Effect of Weight, Smoking, and Estrogen Use on the Risk of Hip 
and Forearm Fractures in Postmenopausal Women 


Benefits of estrogen use in preventing hip and forearm fractures in postmenopausal 
women vary according to weight and smoking status, being greatest in thin 
smokers and least in heavy nonsmokers 


Variation in Assessing Sella Turcica Tomograms for Pituitary 
Microadenomas 


Three physicians independently reviewed 45 sets of hypocycloidal polytomograms 
of the sella turcica of women with amenorrhea and/or galactorrhea. While for only 
five tomograms none of the physicians agreed, there was considerable variation in 
interpretation of the 45 polytomograms. 


Graduate Education 


The Training of the Pelvic Surgeon: A New Commitment 


Subspecialty training, particularly the field of gynecologic oncology, has influenced 
the total surgical experience and technical skills of the gynecologic surgeon. The 
inclusion of general surgery and urology as components of training programs in 
obstetrics and gynecology is emphasized. 


The Training of the Gynecologist 


Growth of subspecialties has caused an identity crisis in medicine. Obstetrics has 
produced more advances than gynecology. Currently there is great opportunity for 
a renaissance in operative gynecology, which concerned educators can achieve if at 
least 1 year is added to the training program. 


The General Surgeon’s View of Gynecologic Surgical Training 


The general surgeon believes in at least a basic, but broad, preparation for any 
surgical specialty, including the “specialty” of general surgery. The question is

Concerns about adequacy of training programs in gynecologic surgery appear to 
focus upon issues of intestinal and urologic procedures that may be irrelevant. 
Primary focus should be on adequacy of training in areas more pertinent to the 
discipline and on quality and length of existing programs. 


Certification Requirements for Gynecologic Oncology Versus 
Pelvic Surgery: Is Gynecologic Oncology Too Narrowing? 


Modification of requirements for basic residency training in obstetrics and 
gynecology to better prepare residents for subsequent fellowship programs and 
improve their capability in gynecologic surgery, as well as in obstetrics and 
endocrinology, is suggested. Certification of fellowships in special gynecologic 
surgery is needed. 


Basic Surgical Training for Surgical Specialists 


Shortcomings of premature specialization of surgeons and isolation of the surgical 
specialties are becoming apparent. Perhaps the time is right to reconsider a basic 
broad surgical experience for all beginning surgeons before specialization. 
Suggestions for accomplishing this are offered. 


Training of the Pelvic Surgeon: A Urologist’s View 


Rapid expansion in scope and sophistication of urologic surgery has occurred 
primarily because of the impact of a group of innovative urologists entering the 
specialty in the 1950s with strong general surgical backgrounds. Training 
requirements for pelvic surgeons need redirecting toward basic general surgical 
experience before embarking on a pelvic surgical subspecialty. 


Surgical Education of Obstetrician-Gynecologists 


Surgical education of obstetrician-gynecologists can be accomplished by a 
multitrack system offering 2 years of basic obstetrics and gynecology followed by 2 
years of priority election most suitable to the individual’s future practice needs. All 
generalists will require surgical experience.

Instruments & Methods 
New Synthetic Laminaria 


Testing of a fast-swelling and pressure-resistant laminaria made of a hydrogel 
polymer demonstrated a three-fold transversal swelling of the device without 
change in length within 4 hours after insertion. This synthetic polymer provides 
safety and structural stability during removal from the cervical canal. 


Segmental Uterine Horn Replacement in Rabbit Using Umbilical 
Vein 


A graft of specially prepared human umbilical vein proved biologically compatible 
for Millerian duct replacement in six New Zealand rabbits. Complete 
endotheliazation of the graft occurred in all animals as detected by electron 
microscopy, and one animal conceived and delivered two offspring. 


Clinical Test for Placenta in 300 Consecutive Menstrual 
Aspirations 


A simple test for placental tissue is described which is nearly 100% reliable and 
permits prevention and management of early abortion complications. It is valuable 
for differentiating between threatened and incomplete abortions and ectopic 
pregnancy.

Pregnancy Associated With Paroxysmal Nocturnal 
Hemoglobinuria 


A case of pregnancy in a patient with paroxysmal nocturnal hemoglobinuria 
complicated by disseminated intravascular coagulation with purpura fulminans is 
presented. A review of the literature and suggested management are included. 


Death in Utero Due to Kell Sensitization Without Excessive 
Elevation of the AOD,;,. Value in Amniotic Fluid 


A case is presented of death in utero secondary to Kell sensitization. The severity 
of the hemolytic process was not reflected by AS AOD,so values. The role of 
ultrasound in managing patients at risk for immune hydrops is discussed. 


Intrauterine Supraventricular Tachycardia: Cardioversion with 
Maternal Digoxin 


Supraventricular tachycardia and ascites in a preterm fetus were managed with 
maternal digoxin therapy and serial ultrasound examinations. Cardioversion and 
resolution of ascites were accomplished only after administration of digoxin doses 
higher than used in the nonpregnant patient. 


Multiparity in a Covert True Hermaphrodite 


The incidental finding of an ovotestis in a multiparous woman may indicate the 
possibility that other apparently normal women may be, by definition, true 
hermaphrodites. 


Spontaneous Rupture of the Vaginal Vault With Small Bowel 
Prolapse 


Spontaneous rupture of prolapsed vaginal vault with accompanying small bowel 
prolapse is rare but tends to occur when the prolapsed vaginal vault ulcerates. The 
presence of ulceration on a vault prolapse is a surgical emergency. 
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
